LANSING (AP) — Chief Michi­ 
gan Supreme 
Court 
Justice 
Thomas 
Kavanagh 
and 
Gov. 
George W. Romney stood poles 
apart Tuesday on whether the 
U. S. Supreme Court’s “ equal 
representation” decision will be 
felt in Michigan. 
Kavanagh said it will have an 
immediate impact “on all ap­ 
portionment — congressional or 
legislative. There’s no room for 
distinction between these.” 
The Republican governor said 
he did not expect the U. S. 
court’s ruling Monday to threat­ 
en Michigan’s 1963 congressional 
districting. He said a Democrat­ 
ic “one man, one vote” legisla­ 
tive districting 
plan 
“ clearly 
violates the 
new State Consti­ 
tution.” 
Romney also said there is “no 
reason for the State Supreme 
Court to deal w’ith the question” 
of whether the State Constitu­ 
tion’s districting formula 
vio­ 
lates the U. S. Constitution. 
In answer to this, Kavanagh 
later told a news conference: 
“It is the job of this court to 
construe the Constitution, not 
the governor’s.” 
The 1963 Constitution calls for 
population to be given 80 per 
cent, in reapportioning the legis­ 
lature. A lawsuit testing this is 
pending in U. S. District Court 
at Port Huron. 
He made clear that when the 
state court speaks on apportion- 
! ment it will be in a decision 
“March 2 or any 
time after 
March 2.” 
That is the date set 
for oral arguments on the con- 
I stitutionally required redistrict­ 
ing. 
Kavanagh was 
asked whether 
application of the “one man. one 
vote” principle in all apportion­ 
ment cases is inevitable by the 
U. S. Supreme Court. 
“ I have said exactly this,” 
Kavanagh said.

Joint Subpoena 


Powers Sought 


To Fight Crime 


LANSING (AP) — A plan for 
giving joint powers of subpoena 
to the governor and the attorney 
general was filed in bill form 
in the legislature Tuesday. 
The proposal, to be introduced 
with bi - partisan support, was 
filed on behalf of Atty. Gen. 
Frank Kelley, w’ho terms 
the 
proposal “ essential” to combat­ 
ting organized crime. 
Provision of joint subpoena 
powers for the governor and 
attorney general is a new ap­ 
proach to legislation wdiich has 
been sought by attorneys gener­ 
al for many years. 
Lawmakers have traditionally 
rejected demands for subpoena 
powers for the state’s chief law 
enforcement officer, apparently 
fearing it might be applicable 
to them. 
Kelley’s bill, however, would 
specifically exclude members of 
the legislature and other state 
officers. 
Sponsors of the proposal were 
Sens. 
Raymond Dzendzel, 
D- 
Detroit, the Senate Democratic 
leader, and William 
Ford, D- 
Detroit, 
John 
Fitzgerald. 
R- 
Grand L e d g e , and Farrell Rob­ 
erts, R-Pontiac. 
All are members of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, and Rob­ 
erts is chairman. 
“ This bi - partisan support 
carries on the spirit of a unified 
fight against organized crime,” 
Kelley said. 
“ I strongly 
urge that 
the 
legislature give this bill 
con­ 
sideration. 
Its adoption 
can 
mean a significant step forward 
in the fight against crime. 
“This bill is the first step in 
helping to equalize the state s 
arsenal of weapons with that of 
organized crim e,” declared the 
attorney general. 
“However, it contains a series 
of checks and balances which 
would prevent 
the power 
of 
subpoena from being abused.”

Aid For Nations 
In Cuban Trade 
Halted By U. S. 
WASHINGTON (AP> — The 
United States has halted small 
military aid programs for Brit­ 
ain, France and Yugoslavia in 
retaliation for their continuing 
to trade with Cuba. 
Carrying out a congressional 
ban on aid to nations that trade 
with the Cubans, the State De­ 
partment 
Tuesday 
also 
an­ 
nounced that Spain and Moroc­ 
co would get no new U.S. aid 
until they provide “ further clar­ 
ification” of their trade policies 
with the Cubans. 
Sources 
indicated 
that 
the 
* amounts of aid involved in the 
cutoff was about $25,000-$30,000 
for France and less for Britain 
and Yugoslavia. The exact fig- 
iures are secret.

Tuesday in a move to block a 
Detroit realtor’s plan to fill 34.4 
acres of bottomland at 
Peach 
Island to create a $30 million 
recreation development. 
The Inter - Lake 
Yachting 
Association, the Detroit River 
Yachting Association 
and the 
Michigan 
United Conservation 
Clubs called for a public hearing 
on the proposal by Detroit real 
estate man E. J. Harris. 
Harris negotiated to purchase 
the island in December, 1962 
from its Canadian owner. His 
plan is the latest of a series of 
projx>sals to develop 
approxi­ 
mately 300 acres of swampland, 
bottomland and island. 
The island, at the head of the 
Detroit River, lies in Canada 
with the exception of 34 4 acres 
—all under w ater—in Michigan. 
Harris has sought passage in 
the State Legislature of a bill 
giving up the “ public trust ’ in 
the navigable waters 
covering 
the Michigan land. Tile House 
has 
approved 
the 
measure, 
which is pending in the Senate. 
William J. A. Nagel, a spokes­ 
man for the ILYA, an organiza­ 
tion of 80 boating groups and 
20,000 members, said 
the fill 
would 
“ make the already haz­ 
ardous bottleneck at the head of 
the 
Detroit River even more 
dangerous.” 
Nagel also said the fill would 
“ force pleasure boat operators 
into the busy freighter channel 
or to the already crowded Amer­ 
ican side of the channel when­ 
ever they enter or leave Lake 
St. Clair.”

qualifying in competitive exams j 
to attend public or private col­ 
leges in Michigan. 
Proven need of financial as­ 
sistance would be the chief fac­ 
tor in determining eligibility for 
the scholarships. They would be 
administered 
by 
the 
Higher 
Education Assistance Authority, 
which handles student loans. 
The authority would pick the 
scholarship recipients 
through 
evaluation of competitive exams ; 
taken by eligible candidates. 
Rep. Gilbert Bursley, R-Ann j 
Arbor, chief sponsor of the bill, 
said the scholarships would be 
available to persons seeking ad­ 
mittance to two-year communi­ 
ty colleges, four-vear colleges, 
or in transferring from a two- 
year 
school 
to 
four-year 
school. 
Bursley explained that the in­ 
clusion of private schools in the 
proposal is designed to induce 
these 
schools 
to 
“ absorb 
a 
greater share cf the basic stu­ 
dent burden.” 
Most predictions show college 
enrollment in Michigan will in­ 
crease 
by 
at least 10,000 stu­ 
dents a year for the next sever­ 
al years. 
Bursley said his scholarship 
fund plan may provide “ part of 


the answer” to a search for 
ways to enable private colleges 
to take on a larger proportion 
of this increase. 


Boy Scouts Hear 
Loud Talk In 
Romney's Office 


LANSING (AP) — Nine boy 
scouts got a taste of bi-partisan 
government at its liveliest Tues­ 
day when they sat at a confer­ 
ence table with the state’s top 
executives arguing loudly. 
Lt. Gov. T. John Lesinski and 
Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley, Dem­ 
ocrats, used a meeting of the 
state administrative board as a 
forum for criticizing Republican 
Gov. George W. Romney’s pol­ 
icies on everything from appor­ 
tionment to fiscal reform. 
Tile scouts, observing “State 
Day in Government,” sat wide­ 
eyed in the governor’s office as 
Kelley shouted: 
"Under what prerogative of 
government can 
a 
governor, 
when he disagrees with an at­ 
torney general’s opinion, go out 
and get his own opinion?” 
This was a reference to last 
year’s disagreem ent over 1963 
state legislation, on aid to de­ 
pendent children, which was re­ 
enacted by federal authorities. 
“ The governor has the right 
to accept or reject an attorney 
general's opinions,” 
Romney 
shot back. 
“ The governor has a right to 
disagree but not to disregard 
those opinions,” said Lesinski.

Stick To Soviet 


Wheat Boycott 


MIAMI BEACH. Fla. (AP)— 
Labor leaders, in their first full 
scale row with President John­ 
son, vow they will not retreat 
from their boycott of U. S. wheat 
shipments to the Soviet Union.

Labor’s attitude appeared to 
harden in the face of renewed

Gleason and Paul Hall, presi­ 
dent of the AFL-CIO’s Maritime 
Trades Department, insist that 
at 
least 
half

All claimed the Johnson ad­ 
ministration had reneged on the 
late President J. F. Kennedy’s 
1 promise 
that 
at

: the wheat would be transported 
I in American ships. He demand­ 
ed that the federal government 
renew the pledge in 
writing, 
with the signatures of all Cabi­ 
net officers involved.

Life Hafts Sighted

Cardoso, captain of the port of 
Angra. 
Impossible To Sleep 
“Tremors 
are 
becoming 
weaker and less frequent,” he 
added. 
The refugees said the earth 
on the Azores island had been 
rocking for four days, and one 
of 
them 
said 
the 
recurring 
quakes made it impossible 
to 
sleep. 
Twenty tremors were regist­ 
ered by Azores 
authorities on 
Sao 
Jorge 
during 
Tuesday 
night. 
The quakes have been most 
intense on western Sao Jorge. 
About 20,000 islanders call Sao 
Jorge home. It is an elongated 
island, 34 miles long and about 
life miles wide. 
Tremors also were felt Tues­ 
day night on Terceira and else­ 
where 
in 
the 
mountainous 
Azores, a Portuguese possession 
in 
the 
Atlantic 
1,000 
miles 
west 
of 
Lisbon. 
The 
quake 
waves have wrecked or d am ­ 
aged hundreds of homes on Sao 
Jorge, but no casualties have 
been reported. 
Thousands of Sao Jorge In­ 
habitants fled to a port at the 
east end of the island to await 
removal. 
They 
feared 
the 
quakes, now in their sixth day, 
would set off volcanic eruptions 
that would destroy their island. 
Telephone and telegraph com­ 
munications 
w'ith 
Sao 
Jorge 
were shaky and reports from 
the stricken island varied. Some 
said virtually the entire popu­ 
lation of 20,000 had assembled 
for evacuation; 
other reports 
put the number at about 7,000. 
Gov. Teotonio Machado Pires, 
whose district includes Terceira 
and Sao Jorge, said the quakes 
on 
Sao 
Jorge 
were 
“getting 
worse each minute.” 
The Portuguese news agency 
ANI said the tremors on Sao 
Jorge were the result of a new 
volcano 
building 
up 
on 
the 
ocean floor. 
The Arizpa, another American 
ship, was among six vessels en 
route to the 35-mile-long island 
in response to an SOS broadcast 
by the U.S. Air Force base at 
Lajes 
Tuesday. 
Other 
rescue 
ships were of British, Japanese 
and Norwegian registry. 
Two Portuguese navy patrol 
boats were dispatched to join 
the 
hastily 
assembled 
re <fue 
fleet, 
but a 
navy spokesman 
said 27-foot waves in the arca 
may delay them considerably. 
Sao Jorge’s telephone and tel­ 
egraph 
communications 
with 
Lisbon and other Azores islands 
were restricted to official calls.

generous use of glass. Walls of 
the entrance are done in the 
large flat stone, sim ilar in ap­ 
pearance to lannon stone, laid 
on edge. 
The interior of the Holiday 
Bowl is quietly elegant. A large 
stone planter graces the left 
side of the m ain lobby with su­ 
spended lighting. The floor is 
carpeted in a m odern design of 
black on gold. 
Some Areas Elevated 
To the right of the lobby is 
the cocktail lounge. The color 
scheme of the lounge is taken 
from the carpeting, a m ixture 
of 
gold, 
flam e-orange 
a n d 
brown. The texture of the car­ 
pet is som ewhat unusual be­ 
cause of its shaggy appearance. 
The flam e-orange tone is car­ 
ried out in the coverings of the 
bar stools and cocktail chairs. 
The gold is repeated in two re­ 
cessed panels on the west wall 
of the lounge. The panels are j 
flocked patterns in gold on a I 
metallic gold paper 
and 
are 
lighted indirectly. 
Walls of the lounge are done 
in w alnut paneling. The north 
side of the lounge is elevated 
two steps from the bar area. In 
this section are black leather- 


tufted lounges against the wall, 
a piano bar, dance floor and a 
contem porary fireplace. 
Pinhole spots light the lounge 
area. Over the bar brass cylin- 
aei lights are hung with glass 
slotted sides in blue and green. 
To the left of the entrance is 
the billiard room. The room, 
w hich is open on two sides, to 
the lobby and 
mezzanine 
is 
sunken and is carpeted 
in 
a 
black, w hite and brow n m uted 
plaid pattern. There are six bil­ 
liard tables for public use. 
Meets Public Demand 
The mezzanine floor of the 
Holiday Bowl is also carpeted 
in the same black on gold pat­ 
tern as is used in 
the 
lobby 
area Here tables flank a m odi­ 
fied balcony w here onlookers 
may sit and watch the bowlers. 
in this area is also a control 
board for the bowling alleys. 
The 16 lanes are several steps 
below the mezzanine floor and 
are on the south end of the 
building. Walls of the bowling 
alley are done in elongated hor­ 
izontal shadings of gold. They 
range from a rich antique gold 
to a soft pale yellow. 
The area between the mezza­ 
nine and the bowling lanes is 
open-planning, giving a pano­ 
ram ic view of the 16-lane al­ 
leys. Open areas leading from 
one level to another have black 
w rought-iron railings. 
In every way the new Holiday 
Bowl meets the dem ands of the 
public and is one of the hand­ 
somest new business facilities to 
appear on the local 
scene

The “m ail-in” milk testing 
service is new to the Upper 
Peninsula and to the state.

Church at Banat in northw est­ 
ern Menominee County recalls 
the founding of one of the dis­ 
tinctive villages of the Upper 
Peninsula. 
Banat is named for a region 
in 
Yugoslavia 
of 
the 
same 
name. It was so named because 
the developers planned to cre­ 
ate there on the new Wiscon­ 
sin & Michigan 
Railroad 
a 
com m unity in which the farm ­ 
ers would live in a village and 
walk out to till their farm s. Old 
World style. This was a depar­ 
ture from the fam iliar pattern 
of American frontier develop­ 
m ent, with isolated farm steads 
which created service 
centers 
that grew into ham lets when 
the country became sufficiently 
settled. 
In Banat the original plan of 
village residence for the farm ­ 
ers of the 
settlem ent 
didn’t 
develop fully. They tended to­ 
w ard Am erican ways, but the 
com m unity kept a rather unus­ 
ual homogeneity because of the 
common nationality of its G er- 
m an-H ungarian 
settlers. O ut­ 
siders, interested in the com­ 
m unal

founders. “King” of the colony 
in a sim pplification of Am eri­ 
ca nreaction to a colony of im ­ 
m igrants with a leader.

Rural Regions 
Going Slow On 
Home Rule Bills 


LANSING (AP) — Spokesmen 
for 
Michigan’s 
rural 
areas 
agreed Monday that some form 
of county home rule legislation 
should be enacted this year—but 
vowed a fight against efforts to 
“ ram comity home rule down 
our throats.” 
Discussion of proposed legisla­ 
tion to perm it counties to adopt 
charters and change their gov­ 
ernm ents highlighted a confer­ 
ence called by Gov. George W. 
Romney on county government. 
Singled out for the sharpest 
attack was a plan which would 
perm it counties adopting char­ 
ters 
to 
appoint, 
rather than 
elect, their constitutional offi­ 
cers. 
D. Hale Brake, director of the 
education division of the Michi­ 
gan State Association of Super­ 
visors, 
contended 
this 
would 


“destroy” the officials’ respon­ 
sibility to the people. 
“ It took our ancestors centu­ 
ries to have these officers m ade 
elective,” said Brake, a form er 
state treasurer. 
“The county Is the basic party 
organization. They should stay 
elective, 
and 
on 
a 
partisan 
basis.” 
Pressure for enabling legisla­ 
tion on county home rule comes 
chiefly from Wayne County and 
other 
metropo titan-a rea 
coun­ 
ties. 
Brake, who made the much- 
publicized 
compromise 
w i t h 
Romney on county home rule 
when both were delegates to the 
Constitutional Convention, said 
that—despite his objections to 
certain provisions — home rule 
legislation should be passed. 
“Sentim ent for it is growing," 


he said. “The legislature must 
deal with it this year, or next 
year or the year after. 
“ We should let the big coun­ 
ties have everything they need, 
but not everything they think 
they need. But let’s not say we 
don’t want county home rule— 
let’s just have the right kind.” 
The meeting was the first of 
a series to be called by Romney 
to deal with various issues in 
government. Annexation, 
elec­ 
tion of county officers under the 
ne-w Constitution and other sub­ 
jects also were discussed. The 
home 
rule 
plans evoked 
the 
most interest. 
Romney fought off accusations 
that he seeks to force adoption 
I of county home rule, to which 
the Constitution opens the door, 
by all Michigan counties. 
Carl Mowrey, a Midland Coun­ 
ty 
.supervisor, 
quoted 
Rom­ 
ney as having said “ all counties 
should be treated alike ” 
Romney retorted:

| said that, and that is not my po- 
i sition.

A GREAT main course 
for 
breakfast is divided into three 
parts—crisp bacon, buttery hom­ 
iny and fried sweet apple rings. 
The apple rings are a must 
because there’s something about 
them that brings out the best in 
the bacon and hominy. 
Originally this oldtime Ameri­ 
can breakfast trio was cooked on 
top of the range, and often it 
still is. The bacon is fried in a 
big skillet, removed and drain­ 
ed. Then the apple rings go in­ 
to the bacon fat to get tender 
and flecked with golden-brown. 
The hominy, too, Is cooked or 
heated in a saucepan. 
But present-day cooks 
often 
like to change 
about 
to 
suit 
their convenience, and we find 
that putting 
the 
bacon 
and 
hominy in the oven suits ours. 
We used canned hominy. This, 
as you know, is usually avail­ 
able in 1-pound and 1-pound, 
13-ounce cans. 
Here in 
New 
York City only canned white 
hominy 
is generally 
around, 
but visiting down south we saw 
that the yellow variety 
alsc 
comes in cans. Count on three 
servings from the sm all can, sax 
from the large. 
To get the hominy ready, we 


drain two of the 1-pound cans 
and dum p the hominy 
onto a 
large rectangular sheet of su­ 
per-strength 
aluminum 
foil. 
Some bits of butter—about 
2 
tablespoons—are scattered over 
the hominy. Then we bring to­ 
gether the two long ends of the 
foil and fold them ovea* a couple 
of times to make a drugstore 
fold. The two rem aining ends 
are also folded over to m ake a 
tight seal. 
In the m eantim e we’ve left a 
half-pound (12 slices) of bacon 
at room tem perature 
so 
the 
slices can be separated easily. 
These we arrange on a 
large 
wire rack over 
a large 
foil- 
lined shallow roasting or broil­ 
ing pan. The bacon will shrink 
during the baking, so 
if you 
have a lap over a few slices, 
just arrange them to give them 
all breathing space. 
About half 
an 
hour 
before 
breakfast tim e we put the pack­ 
age of hominy on a rack in the 
center of a hot (400 degrees) 
oven for IO to 15 minutes. Then 
we put the pan of bacon on the 
rack above; in the next IO min­ 
utes or so the bacon gets crisp 
and golden-brown and the hom­ 
iny finishes steam ing. 
While this baking is going on 
we get the apples ready. We first 


core but do not 
pare 
three 
large red-skinned apples 
and 
cut each into four rings—they 
should be about 1/2-inch thick. 
The apple rings go into hot but­ 
ter in a large skillet to get puffy 
on the under side, then they’re 
turned to cook the other 
side. 
Some cooks like to dip the apple 
rings in flour 
and 
sprinkle 
them with sugar before cook­ 
ing; other cooks just use sugar; 
some use neither. 
Take 
your 
choice. But be sure to choose 
apples that will stay firm en­ 
ough to keep their shape dur­ 
ing the cooking. 
lf you want to use bacon drip­ 
pings for cooking the 
apples, 
you can pour it out of the oven 
pan. It won’t hurt the bacon or 
hominy to have a stay in the 
turned-off oven while you are 
preparing the apples. Or if you 
have bacon drippings in your 
refrigerator (from other bacon 
cooking' you can use those. 
This breakfast fare we recom­ 
mend for weekend enjoym ent— 
with lots of good hot 
strong 
coffee to linger over.
